The Byoop of St- David's, taking @ proper opportunity, ftaod 
forth as the advocate of Mr Gooch. Hehad, he’ ‘faid, often attended 
tothe Learned lord on the. Woolfack with great pleafure; and was 
well aware, that in divorce bills collaiioa might bé between the par- 
ties, and of that kind as to render a divorce avery iamproper/Mep in 
their Lordihips. But, in the prefent iaftange, he thought the Learn- 
ed Lord had gone too far, He had pega long agquainted. with Mr 
Gooch, and knew him to be @ man of | enour and good morals. The 
Learned Prelate fated what the evidenct had been, and faid, not the 
leaft proof had been adduced of any Collufon on the part of Mr 
Gooch ; nor had it been to much as pretepded that he had been guil- 
ty of any criminality in the marriage-bed ; fo that there was net, in 
his opinion, any good rea n why the divorce he prayéd for thould not 
be granted.
